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2010 Annual Report 
Goshen Cemetery Commission 


The year 2010 began with the paving of the steep driveway at the Mill Village Cemetery. 
Work was completed by low bidder Twin State Paving. Thank you to the residents of 
Goshen for supporting the warrant article to fund this much needed project. 


Our annual spring cleanup was once again aided by the volunteer workers from Sullivan 
County House of Corrections. We thank them for all their hard work and also to officer Don 
Coons for all his efforts to organize and supervise the crew. Vital support with the town 
truck was also cheerfully provided by Jesse Johnson and Gregory Millette 


Memorial Day veteran’s flags were placed this year by Jeff Dube and his Newport Tiger 
Cubs. The scouts had a fun time running around to replace the flags and got a few good 
history lessons in the bargain. We hope to see the scouts again this year. 


Pursuant to voters at the town meeting the cemeteries will still be mowed three times a year 
at Memorial Day, July Fourth, and Labor Day. Please recognize that with this minimum of 
service the grass does grow and gets pretty shaggy especially in wet years. Jason Rook of 
Rook and Sons continues to win the annual mowing contract with the lowest bid and also 
provides reliable and thorough service. 


Our major capital improvement project this year was the removal of two large maple trees 
from the north side of the Mill Village Cemetery. These two trees were severely rotted and 
had become a liability. Ray Wentzell of Eagle Tree completed this project with a very fair 
bid and provided the extra non contracted service of cutting all the wood into firewood 
length for free pickup by Goshen residents. 


We continue to make progress on the long term project of cleaning the gravestones. North 
Goshen Cemetery is now completed and work has started on the Four Corners Cemetery. 
A non invasive anti microbial cleaner is being use that does not harm the headstones. We 
appreciate Goshen resident Michele Costello for her continued work on this project. 
Michele is also working on converting the burial records to digital format. We are using a 
special program designed for this use available from Association of Gravestone Studies. 
When completed this program will allow easier public access to burial information such as 
name, site, location, epitaph, veteran status, perpetual care, and even photographic. 


Our major project this current year will be the removal of two more rotted maple trees from 
the south side of Mill Village Cemetery. We plan to increase preservation and restoration 
efforts with work on straightening and repairing of stones. We hope to purchase and install 
a sitting bench at all three cemeteries. Due to the planned 10% reduction of our very 
limited budget (as requested of all town departments by Scie cele we heer 
that some improvements will need to be delayed.

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Conservation Commission 
Water Tests 


The Goshen Conservation Commission conducts water tests as part of the NH Volunteer River 
Assessment Program (VRAP). This year we tested the Sugar River, Gunnison Brook, Giles Brook and 
Blood Brook nine different times. The results of the tests are as follows: dissolved oxygen — excellent; 
pH -- met quality control requirements; turbidity — levels were low at all stations and met quality 
control requirements; specific conductance — levels were low at all stations; water temperature — all 
met quality control requirements; E. coli / bacteria — one sample from Giles Brook was above the NH 
Class B surface water quality standard; and total phosphorus — all met quality control requirements. At 
this point in time the water quality of these four streams is excellent and can support aquatic life — 
which means that it is also good for humans. 


Property Oversight 

The Commission manages Memorial Park, Rand Pond Beach and the lease property at Gunnison 
Lake/Williamson Park. Commission energies are currently focused on the lease property where 
members maintain the trail and picnic area. Many area people walk the three-mile Ruth LeClair trail and 
consider it to be “theirs.” Our thanks go to the quiet people who fill wet areas with stones, trim 
overgrown trail areas, remove burdocks, cut and burn brush and pick up trash. We also enjoy the stone 
sculptures on the shore of Gunnison Lake! 


Memorial Trees 

Several people have planted memorial trees at Williamson Park. In order to avoid invasive species or the 
obstruction of views and parking, we ask that you contact a member of the Conservation Commission to 
review any tree planting you may be considering.

Sunapee-Ragged-Kearsarge Greenway Coalition (SRKGC) 

The Sunapee-Ragged-Kearsarge Greenway Coalition was incorporated in 1993 as a non-profit, all 
volunteer organization with the mission of promoting hiking and land conservation in 10-towns, 
including Goshen, in western New Hampshire. 


The Greenway’s 75-mile loop “green necklace” hiking trail links Goshen, Newbury, Sunapee, New 
London, Sutton, Springfield, Wilmot, Andover, Danbury, and Warner. The SRK Greenway, building on 
existing trails and developing new trails in four State parks and three State forests, connects those public 
lands with trails permitted by private landowners and, where needed, local roads. All trails are open to 
the public as an important component of the region’s recreational advantages. 


In Goshen the SRK Greenway trail covers 1.6 miles as it crosses the northeast corner of the Town. 
Entering Goshen from Sunapee’s Webb Forest conservation area, SRK hikers use Brook Road with its 
westerly view of Mount Ascutney, then turn east and uphill on Old Province Road, arriving at parking at 
the plow turnaround. The Greenway trail then enters Mount Sunapee State Park along the Province Trail 
to its junction with the Park’s Summit Trail as that trail passes beautifully to the Summit Lodge to meet 
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other trails heading to Lake Solitude and Newbury harbor. Winter hikers can use alternate parking for 
the Summit Trail at the Park’s ski bowl. 


With 200 members, the SRK Greenway is a thoroughly community-based organization governed by an 
active Board of Directors who oversee trail maintenance work, maintain a website (www.srkg.com), 
publish a quarterly newsletter, a Trail Guide book, and a trail brochure, offer free, public hikes in winter, 
summer and fall, and organize an annual meeting with guest speaker and pot luck supper in March of 
each year. 


The top priority for the SRK Greenway in Goshen is finding a new route that will take hikers off paved 
roads and away from traffic on Brook Road. Greenway members from Goshen help maintain the Summit 
Trail and other trails. But the Goshen seat on the Board of Directors has been vacant this past year. 
Finding a Goshen resident to fill that position could help the SRKGC better work with landowners to find 
a route off of Old Province and Brook roads. In the 2006 plan approved for the Mountain Reach 
subdivision abutting the State Park, the developer agreed to build trailhead parking separate from the 
Town’s plow turn around area. The Town also accepted his offer to establish a trail right-of-way along 
the perimeter of the property. A Goshen director could help develop this alternative route and oversee 
blazing and trail repairs. 


In a broader regional context, the SRK Greenway Coalition worked closely with the Society for the 
Protection of NH Forests (SPNHF) on SPNHF’s Black Mountain project for the successful conservation of 
1,025 acres on Mount Kearsarge’s western ridge. SRK Greenway representatives also met with several 
town boards and Conservation Commissions, worked with Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 
(ASLPT) and made presentations to the Mount Sunapee Advisory Committee, and the Statewide Trails 
Advisory Committee.

Report to the Town of Goshen 


2009 was a good year ... we had no declared emergencies. We continue to plan and train 
so that we remain prepared to meet any crisis. 


| thank the Selectmen for appointing Jessica Dennis as the Deputy Emergency 
Management Director. Jessica’s knowledge of government and her dedication to the Town 
are assets that serve us well. 


In June | again attended the state’s Emergency Management Conference where | had a 
chance to attend seminars and network with the people with whom we interact during a 
declared emergency. 


During the past year, we applied for a Hazard Mitigation Grant to address stream bank 
erosion behind the Fire Station and Grange Buildings. This is a 75/25 grant; we are still 
awaiting word about the status of this grant application. If we are successful in obtaining 
this grant, FEMA will pay 75% of the cost while the Town will be responsible for the 
remaining 25%. The Town's portion may include “like kind” value (volunteer labor, etc.) 


Remember to prepare for a crisis by maintaining three day's emergency supplies such as 1 
gallon of water per person per day in your household. Also, store foods that can be 
prepared simply. Keep contact information handy and make sure every family member 
knows your plan to evacuate and the place to meet if you must do so.

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Goshen Rescue/ Emergency Medical Service 


Goshen Rescue/Emergency Medical Service had 40 calls-for-service (CFS) in 2010. We 
currently have 4 licensed EMT's volunteering for service in Goshen, 3 EMT-Basic's and 1 
EMT-Paramedic. Our EMT's respond to Medical and Fire Service calls; they also attend 
meetings, work details, trainings, seminars and refreshers, to stay current with their EMT 
license. We have a dedicated group of EMT's and | want to thank them for their hard work 
and good attitudes. 

In May, Goshen Fire and Rescue purchased a 1991 Ford Light Rescue truck. It has a Ford 
F 350 conventional chasse, 7.3L Ford diesel engine, automatic transmission, power 
steering, chrome wheels, PL custom aluminum rescue body with large compartments, 15 
KW diesel generator, 20' light tower with 4 Quartz lights, on-board air compressor and air 
reel and battery charger. The truck cost $25,000. 

The large compartments have been divided and shelving has been installed, for storage 
areas for our medical supplies and support equipment. The Goshen Fire Association has 
donated the funds used for the project. 

The 20' light tower has been invaluable already for illumination at fire scenes, motor vehicle 
accidents, & natural disasters where the Department has been requested to respond and 
assist. 

Thank you Dan for finding this truck for us! Thank you Ricky and John for going to PA, to 
inspect, test drive and negotiate the purchase. Thank you Fred and others for retrofitting it! 
Thanks to the Association for additional funds! 

In January of this year, another 6 Fire Fighters have taken a CPR class at the Health Care 
Provider level. Most of the Fire Fighters in Goshen are now CPR certified. All of our EMT's 
are certified at the Health Care Provider level in order to have a National EMT Registration 
and a NH License to practice as an EMT. 

Goshen EMS wants to remind all of our residents of a few safety suggestions that will help 
your local emergency personnel respond to your calls. 

-Call 911 for all medical and fire emergencies. State your name, location and emergency. 
-Please be sure your house number is posted and clearly visible from the road. 

-Put on all outside lights in day and evening to assist us in locating your home. 

-When clearing snow for your vehicles, keep open a path for emergency vehicles and 
personnel responding to your home. 

-The 911 operators are trained to assist you in emergencies until help arrives. Don't hang 
up! Emergency personnel will be dispatched to your home while you are talking to the 
operator. 

lf you are interested in becoming a member of our Goshen Rescue/Emergency Medical 
Service and becoming an EMT, please speak to any member for information on becoming 
an EMT.

The rescue squad had a busy year as well with 34 calls. Sometimes our CFSs overlap, 
but we have to document activity separately. 

The Fire Department was able to purchase a Support Utility Vehicle in May of this year. 
It’s a 1991 Ford F-350 chassis with 7000 miles on it when purchased. The body is a PL 
Custom Aluminum Body that included a 15K diesel generator with a 20’ light tower and an air 
compressor on it. 

Currently the Rescue Dept. has moved a lot of their rescue equipment to this vehicle as well as 
some of the fire support equipment. This was purchased with $25,000, which came from the 
capitol reserve fund (Support Utility Vehicle). 

The big forestry vehicle, Forestry 2, with the rap around brush guard (1976 Ford 750 4 X 4 
Brush Breaker type truck) was sold at the state auction in October. The repairs were expensive 
and were getting difficult to find repair parts. 

Current vehicle list: 

Engine 1, is a 1977 International 4 X 4 is approaching 35 years old. 

Engine 2 is a 2008 E — One attack pumper we received in 2008. 

Forestry 1 is a 1967 Ford 250 Cab on a Ford 350 4 X 4 chassis. 

Rescue 1 is a 1991 Ford F 350 Support Utility Vehicle 

The Fire and Rescue departments urge all residents to call 9-1-1 for all forestry, fire, and 
medical emergencies. State your name, location, and emergency. Reporting emergencies by 
any other method will cause unnecessary delays. 

Please place your assigned 9-1-1 street address numbers at the end of your driveway in clear 
legible numbers so your location can be found. Not all members are familiar with names of 
residents or locations. With new members and new residents this can get confusing and delay 
responses.

It is also important that | do thank the Deputy Wardens for 
all the extra time they put into this department, The Fire Fighters here in Goshen that give 
so much and ask for so little, most of all my thanks go out to our families that put up with us 
as we serve the community of Goshen. Your Forest Fire staff includes Warden Daniel 
Peterson, Deputy Wardens, John Herr, Ricky Shepard, Clark Wamsley, Chris Moen, Jan 
Parmalee, Ed Baker, Gordon Bartlett, and Jack Warburton. John Hopkins, Janny Kowynia, 
and Bob Johnson. 


The annual spring Warden / Deputy Warden Training was held in Wilmot. The Goshen 
Fire Department, continues to host the July dinner and meeting of the Grafton Sullivan 
Forest Fire Wardens Association. Special thanks go out to the many volunteers of the 
Goshen Fire Services Association for their assistance at this event. Over the past year we 
did issue over 150 fire permits in the Town of Goshen. We thank you for extending your 
courtesy to our families and to call ahead of time for your fire permits. 


On another positive note Goshen was awarded a $3000.00, 50 /50 grant for personal 
protective equipment in late 2010 from the Volunteer Fire Assistance Fund. In 2010 we did 
not have any major forest fire incidents in Goshen during the extremely dry fire season this 
year, but we did respond mutual aid to fires in Newport, Acworth, and at the Croydon / 
Springfield town lines. All of these fires were very active and required a lot of assistance 
and equipment at them. 


In 2010 the town disposed of the large 1977 Ford F750 Brush Breaker Forest Fire Truck. 
This vehicle was at the point of needing major front end repairs and the steel tank was 
getting very rusty. It was sold at the state auction in October. After auction fees, the vehicle 
brought in over $3200 to the towns general fund. This year we would like to start a new 
Capital Reserve fund for a future purchase of a Forest Fire Fighting Vehicle with the first 
amount of $3200.00 coming from the 2010 sale of the brush breaker. This would not impact 
the tax rate for 2011, as the money would come from the fund balance. 


We continue to maintain the 1968 Ford F250 All Wheel Drive Forest Fire Fighting Vehicle. 
Overall this vehicle performs well for its age, but at anytime a vehicle of this age could have 
a major issue. 


| do like to remind you that you are responsible for any fire that you light. Per NH State 
laws you could be held financially responsible for any cost to extinguish, any damage 
associated with a fire that gets away from you, or caused by you. . NHDES, also reminds 
you that it is illegal to burn any trash, plastics, painted or ply-wood, furniture, or demolition 
debris. None of the listed items should ever be burnt in a woodstove or an outside furnace it 
is best to dispose of them at the transfer station. This keeps the carcinogens and dioxins 
pollutants out of the air

Last Flea Market at the Grange Hall 
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Friends of the Goshen Grange Hall 


The Friends of the Goshen Grange Hall are going out of business! The first floor of the Grange Hall is 
empty of flea market items and ready for some non-structural work. 


The Friends formed in 2002. With the help of volunteers, donations and their own labor and fund-raising 
efforts the following improvements were made to the exterior of the Grange Hall: the original windows 
were repaired and re-calked; new storm windows were donated; new roof shingles were purchased 
through the sale of “squares” to Goshen residents; paint and labor were donated for the exterior of the 
building; volunteers replaced missing granite stones in the foundation; and the retaining wall next to the 
Sugar River was rebuilt. Two gas wall furnaces were installed in the Fall of 2010. Interior improvements 
included paint and repairs to the second floor ceiling, walls and floor. 


Two historic painted theater curtains were cleaned and repaired in a collaborative project with the 
Hillsboro Historical Society, and now hang on the second floor. The building is structurally sound, but 
lacks plumbing and up-to-date wiring. 


Although the Friends raised money through a breakfast and a dinner, three calendars, and ongoing flea 
markets to fund repairs to the Grange Hall they could not have succeeded without the generosity of 
Goshen residents who added a great deal of time and money to this project. 


The Friends are a non-profit group, and may only spend their funds on the Grange Hall. Eight years later, 
with older and fewer members, they would like to use their remaining money on the hall and then close 
their non-profit. 


The Friends’ goal is to make the first floor of the hall a place where town boards and the fire department 
can meet. Unlike the town hall, the first floor of the Grange hall has excellent lighting, acoustics and 
heat. Current plans include removal of old duct work, installation of an incinerating toilet, and repair and 
paint for the ceiling and walls. The Friends would also like to remove the kitchen cabinets and stove so 
that the space can be used to house file cabinets for town boards and the historical society’s collection. 


The Friends probably do not have enough money to construct a ramp for handicap access, but this 
should not be a major project. A boarded up door on the wall opposite the fire house is low to the 
ground, and could easily be ramped and made functional once again. The front door, also low to the 
ground, should present few problems. 


The Friends have enjoyed working for this historic building which is listed on the NH Historical Register. 
They have also enjoyed the many Goshen friends they made over the last eight years. 


Note: Work on the first floor will continue until we are finished or run out of money — volunteers and 
donations are still welcome!!!

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Olive G. Pettis Library Report 
2010 Annual Town Report 


At the end of successful year for the Olive G. Pettis Library, the Trustees had to examine 
plans for 2011 and curtail spending not based upon a 2011 budget but the 2010 budget. 
With technology programs and supplies becoming increasingly costly the cuts required by 
the town selectmen were a double-edged sword. Not only were items costing more but the 
library was asked also, to reduce its expenses. Thus, most line items were reduced and 
printing/advertising was eliminated all together. The only way in which the library can 
continue to offer the services it has in the past is through gifts and possible grants. 


The facility needs reworking with more shelf space and an office where the librarian can 
actually perform many of the jobs she cannot do because her office space is the 
mainstream of traffic. Thus, the Trustees are asking the town to set a small Capital 
Reserve Fund for the library in order, in a few years, to be able to make these adjustments. 


The library wants to be able to continue its many services to the townspeople and to be a 
cultural center for Goshen.

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Librarian's Report for the year 2010 


Another busy year of growth and activity has elapsed at your library. An increasing number 
of you are borrowing movies, magazines, audio-books, and even the “old-fashion” paper & 
print books and we are busier than ever with patrons making great use of the computer 
room. The Computer Comfort Classes for adult learners were an enormous success this 
year. We began with one morning per week and had to expand the sessions to twice 
weekly to accommodate the number of interested adult-learners. Class participants use the 
library computers or bring their own wireless ready laptops. Beginners work on basic 
equipment use and practical projects, address lists, mailing label formatting and E-mail 
accounts. More advanced learners suggest goals they want to reach and our instructor, Art 
Jillette tailors the classes around the students, creating EBay seller accounts, formatting 
resumes, creating data-base files, learning about PowerPoint presentations or creating 
slide shows from photographs. Classes continue this year and there has been interest 
shown in starting an evening class for adults who are not able to make the day classes. If 
you know someone interested, get them linked to the library for information. 


Additionally, use of the computers by the general public doubled this year. We have 
many more adults checking job sites and free email gateways. Some of our patrons are 
taking web-based on-line courses to advance their education. While we continue to offer 
free access to our satellite computer service, we have had to secure the system with a 
pass-code. This is the result of excessive access by a few wireless users. Our provider 
advised the library in November that, due to band-use overages, service would be severely 
limited or possibly terminated. It was determined by the provider that most of the usage 
was from off-site access occurring well after closing time and through the night. Since on- 
site day patrons are the majority of those using our service, and it was those patrons who 
would suffer from restrictions to the service, it was decided to secure the system after- 
hours. We are deeply sorry if this inconveniences some of our evening “parking-lot- 
patrons”. Please contact the library for information about who may receive a pass-code. 


On a cheerier note, another success story this year was our Summer Reading program, 
Make a Splash ~ Dive Into Reading. Library Trustees, Bonnie Belden and Lilyan Wright 
created a fun, educational and inspiring series of reading, craft and game sessions in July 
and August. Attendance doubled from 2009 (which had doubled from 2008). The program 
was so enjoyable that most weeks the children and parents alike mingled long after each 
hour-long session had finished. For the final day, Bonnie and her husband Steve invited 
the kids and their folks to Rand Pond for a picnic and swimming party to really make a 
splash. Some of the books the children enjoyed were about lakes, ponds and streams, the 
flora and fauna of those environments, and how to protect and enjoy it all. There were 
picture books with lovely water-color illustrations, early-reader chapter books, and for the 
parents, a wonderful selection of nature journals and fiction, and guides to paddling or 
fishing the lakes and rivers of New Hampshire. 


Reading incentives continue through the year for the students attending The Bus Stops 
Here homework help program. Elementary and High-school students get assistance and 
encouragement with school work. When their work is completed, they can participate in a 
reading project or mentor a younger student working on reading improvement. The kids 
pick books at random from their age category and read for fifteen to thirty minutes. These 
sprint-reads enable the children to sample different authors, genres and subjects, hopefully 
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offering a new perspective or direction and opening their imaginations. We have many 
newly acquired, gently used volumes in the sections for children, juvenile readers and 
young-adults, check them out. 


Also this past summer, the Friends of the Library funded the construction of book cases in 
the main room. Original shelving had been removed in 1999 during the building project 
which added the rest-room and the entrance area for handicapped access. Wisely, much 
of the wood from those shelves was salvaged and stored in the attic crawlspace. Kevin 
Dennis, currently working as an architect in Vermont, drafted a practical design making use 
of that wood which retained the historic aesthetic of our building. Gary Dennis reworked the 
old wood, added a few new boards and constructed four cases framing the doors on the 
east wall. With display space above each case, the library has increased shelving capacity 
by a third and we are now reorganizing the collection to make it easier to find subjects, 
authors or titles. 


Library Friends organized and managed several used-book sales in 2010 and raised 
$450.00; not as much as some other years, but a help just the same when adding to the 
collection. In November early December they held an Art & Almost Anything Auction in an 
effort to raise additional money to improve the Arts and Music section. Local artists and 
craftsmen donated original paintings and handmade wood-working, Knitting, jewelry, 
quilting, fabric toys and stone art. Community members donated antique tools, glassware, 
cookware, furniture, and a bicycle. Participants helped the library raise the sum of 
$1,457.00 this year. With the agreement of the artists and donors, twenty-five percent of 
the funds collected, is marked for donation to a scholarship fund in honor of Goshen 
resident Vicky Goss. Vicky was an avid reader whose enthusiasm inspired others to read. 
A teacher who taught by gentle example and a mentor to those of us who valued that 
example, she often advised this librarian of the “latest and greatest” reads for teens and 
young-adults. Vicky encouraged her students to participate in library programs and gently 
suggested ways the library could grow and improve; she will be greatly missed. 


While judicious purchases are made throughout the year, donations from our reading 
community continue to be a mainstay for us and we cannot thank everyone enough for this 
support. The purchases we make for the collection are almost always gently-used, nearly 
new, substantially less expensive than brand new volumes. We also purchase the less 
expensive trade form (large paper-back) rather than the hard-cover of most titles. While we 
wish we could fill the shelves with the sturdier hard-covers, most readers seem to prefer the 
lighter trade style just the same. Additionally, we can purchase three and sometimes four 
trade size books for every two of the hard-covers. By dollar or donation, your collection 
selection is growing. 


And during 2010 our roster of patrons grew by sixty card-holders for a total of seventy 
new patrons. We now actively serve nearly three-hundred adults, children and teens of the 
community throughout the calendar year. On average, we have 120 visits per month or 
twenty visits per week. Those who visit often may tell you that some days are so busy it 
seems that all 120 visits occur on the same day. We answered approximately twenty 
genealogy requests via letter, phone and email this year and responded to six requests 
from out-of-state researchers about John Gunnison, Pierce Lead Mine, and the 1949 John 
Moses plane crash on Blood Mountain.

Additional library services included the presentation of two New Hampshire Humanities 
Council programs. In 2010 we applied for and received two grants from the NHHC 
Humanities-to-Go series. In April guests enjoyed poetry entries from Goshen-Lempster 
students, followed by the NHHC program Spring Poets with author and singer John 
Perrault. In September, regional farmer Steve Taylor presented The Great Sheep Boom & 
It's Enduring Legacy which was followed by a buffet of New England cheeses and ciders. 
Both programs were very well attended with more than twenty guests at each. Our hope in 
presenting these programs and others, is not only to educate or enlighten, but also to 
entertain and improve the community's quality of life through pleasant relaxation. With the 
stress of daily life growing and funds often shrinking, we at the library are committed to 
helping stretch those funds and somehow lessen the stress through the presentation of free 
programs and services. 


The Library sponsored the second annual Not Too Scary Scarecrows gathering where, 
once again families constructed and erected character figures in town for All Hallows Eve. 
December brought Santa and Sassafras Elf to the library. The annual event was made 
possible with the assistance of Jan Parmalee and Jane Galpin, from the department's 
auxiliary association, who gathered and wrapped presents, the Goshen Volunteer Fire 
Department provided Santa's transportation and Chief Dan Peterson magically produced 
extra gifts for Santa's bag when the number of children attending the event surpassed 
expectations. Thanks goes out to all the parents and grandparents who brought the 
children to the programs this year...without these “chauffeurs”, the children wouldn't be able 
to participate. 


It is the library's hope to continue organizing community events and programs with the 
valued assistance of the Trustees, Library Friends, parents, families and our cherished 
volunteers. There are so many people whose efforts in 2010 made whatever success 
we've enjoyed possible. The library is a community center and it is only as strong as the 
people who support it. This year the dedicated members of the Budget Committee asked 
the town departments to attempt to cut 2010 budgets for 2011. The Library Trustees made 
cuts everywhere they could and presented a request for 2011 which was approximately 
four-percent lower than 2010. These cuts would have severely hindered our ability to 
continue to serve the needs of our patrons at the levels we have finally reached in the last 
three years, but the Trustees did their job and cut. As a result of the conscientious effort 
the Trustees made, the Budget Committee courageously bandaged some of those cuts. | 
personally am very grateful, to the Committee for its faith in the library, and to the Trustees 
for their continued steadfast support and efforts. 


| particularly wish to extend my gratitude to Dr. Lilyan Wright, Chair of the Library 
Trustees. Lilyan has held the position of Chair for twelve or thirteen years and has been 
on the board of trustees for longer than that. She has as well, been a vital member of the 
Library Friends group all of those years. Throughout that time she participated in 
organizing book sales, rabies clinics, Old Home Day, reading programs, holiday events and 
spring clean-up day. She was the spit-fire who got not only the Goshen businesses, but 
Newport business owners to buy advertising space on the annual library calendar ~ an item 
| am told many people miss and would like to see revived. Lilyan was the Trustee Chair 
when the 1999 addition to the library was completed and was still the Chair when the 
computer room became a reality in 2009 and continues in that position as we fill the newly 
completed book cases. This past December, Dr. Wright gave notice to her Board and her 
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librarian; she was putting down the gavel, she was vacating her seat, she was stepping 
aside and handing over the charge of the library to the new generation of trustees. Unable 
to persuade her to run again, it is our dearest hope that Lilyan will continue to be a Library 
Friend, participating in programs of her choice...but no matter what she continues to pursue 
in the future, we all wish her Health, Success and, most of all, Joy. Thank you Lilyan for 
your loving care and support of the Olive G. Pettis Library.

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Goshen Planning Board 2010 Report 


During 2010 the Goshen Planning Board met monthly to accomplish our business. A total of 
eighteen regular public meetings and advertised public hearings, as well as one site visit, were 
conducted in 2010. The board addressed one minor subdivision and an appeal of a driveway 
permit denial this year. All meetings were open to the public and were held the first and last 
Tuesdays of a month starting at 7:00 pm, unless otherwise noticed. Board minutes and other 
documents were posted on the Town’s web site (http://www.goshennh.org/index.html) for 2010. 
The board also hosted a presentation by Brian Foucher, President, WiValley about his 
company’s use of wireless technologies to expand broadband internet service to rural 
communities and a Public Forum for the Town Master Plan project 


In addition to meeting time, board members contributed time outside of meetings reading 
applications, reviewing maps and plan sheets, reviewing state RSAs and Town regulations, 
preparing correspondence and draft proposals, obtaining training, responding to public inquires, 
and working on producing an electronic copy of Town Subdivision Regulations. | thank the 
public for their participation and encourage their attendance at future meetings. Anyone wishing 
to serve as an Alternate Planning Board member should contact me 


The Planning Board continued work on updating Goshen’s 2002 Master Plan. The board 
contracted with the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission (UVLSRPC) for 
professional services related to the Master Plan update. This effort has progressed slower than 
expected due to scheduling conflicts and change in staffing at the UVLSRPC. One positive 
aspect of the delayed schedule is that 2010 Census information can be incorporated into the 
final product. During 2010 the board held a public forum December 7, 2010 to obtain public 
feedback on preliminary information and reports in the areas of Community Services and 
Facilities, Population and Housing, Economic Trends, and Transportation. The Master Plan 
project will be completed in 2011. 


As a direct result of an application submitted by the Planning Board, Goshen was one of three 
towns in the UVLSRPC Region selected in 2010 to receive a competitive grant equal to 18 
hours of Planner time from the UVLSRPC. The board used this grant award to initiate 
development of a land use ordinance that directly relates to maintaining community character 
and open space. Work continues on this concept and thus the board elected not to present any 
specific proposals for voter approval in 2011 


In 2010 John Wirkkala continued as Planning Board Vice Chair and Ed Anderson, Sr. 
represented the Select Board on the Planning Board. | also acknowledge the contributions of 
members Jonathan Purick and Rich Moen, as well as Secretary Sue Peacock. Jack Scranton 
and Robert Bell served as alternate members in 2010. Alternate member Robert Bell has been 
keeping abreast of developments that, we hope, will someday soon improve access to high 
speed internet service for our community. Sadly, long-term alternate member Carl Wideberb 
passed away in 2010. His unique contribution to our work was appreciated and he will surely be 
missed by all. The board also appreciates Attorney Bernard Waugh’s timely and useful legal 
advice, Mike McCrory’s (UVLSRPC) planning consultation services, and Karen Winterholer’s 
efforts to improve and maintain the Town’s web site. We look forward to another full year in 
2011 and welcome your continued participation to help guide the process of planning in 
Goshen.

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Police Department Report 2010 


2010 saw an additional increase in our police department's activity. In 2010, The Police 
Department had more than 1700 activity records. Most significantly, our motor vehicle 
crashes more than doubled. This additional activity, however has led to a decrease in 
serious Crimes being committed. 


After more than 4 years of service, Officer Domey left the Police Department to continue his 
career with another agency. We were very fortunate to find Officer Downing, who had 
recently returned from an extended overseas deployment. Officer Downing has been a 
police officer since 1997 and has experience as a firearms instructor, K9 handler / trainer, 
SWAT operator, Field Training Officer, and Public Safety SCUBA Diver. With Officer 
Downing’s prior training and experience, it has allowed us a seamless transition with Officer 
Domey’s departure. 


Listening to the resident’s concerns about reducing the amount of State Police for off-duty 
hours, Chief Andersen and Officer Downing have been on-call most all hours there is not an 
officer on-duty. In surrounding communities, the officers are paid to be on-call. We 
continue to do this without being paid to be on call to keep our budget as low as possible. 

In 2010, we handled over 50 off-duty call-outs. 


Trying to do our part to cut Town’s expenses, we have begun charging attorneys and non- 
residents for copies of police and accident reports. In trying to save money, we have 
sought to reduce our paper expenditures and are faxing more reports. This saves both in 
printing and mailing costs. 


Utilizing grant money, we were able to put officers on patrol for an additional 180 hours to 
focus on speed and DWI enforcement. This additional 180 hours comes at no cost to the 
residents of Goshen. For the 2011, year we have again applied for these grants, as well as 
OHRV grants. The OHRV grants will assist allow the Police Department to dedicate time to 
answer many of your OHRV complaints. 


Our 2003 Crown Victoria cruiser is reaching the end of its usability. The cruiser is now 
outside of our planned 6 year rotation and has shown us this. In 2010, the Town voted to 
not purchase a new cruiser and opted to fix the current cruiser we have. We hope to 
replace the cruiser in 2012. The 2007 cruiser is still in excellent shape. We have kept the 
cruiser unmarked, making us more effective at catching the speeders on our roads. 


Officer Downing attended several continuing education courses: Police OHRV Operator, At- 
Scene Crash Investigation, Officer as Prosecutor, Physical Fitness Instructor, and Instructor 
Development. Officer Downing was able to take over as our fully certified department 
firearms instructor, allowing us to conduct all our required firearms training in-house. 


As always, we encourage any resident of town to come into the police department with any 
questions or concerns they may have. We are working with other members of the 
community to better communicate our activity to our residents.

Four 
people were recognized and approved by voice votes. 
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Moderator Jillette states that he has received a signed petition requesting a ballot vote for 
article #15. A voice vote took place to move Article #15 before Article #2 and to move #8 
before Article #12.

“To see if the town will vote to 
dissolve Goshen’s Police Department and enter a contract with the Sullivan 
County Sheriff’s department to act as Goshen’s law enforcement. 


Article moved by Nicole Johnson. Seconded by Bob Johnson. The selectboard asks to 
make a statement. Clark Wamsley addressed the audience and explained that after 
contacting the Local Government Center the article it technically illegal because no dollar 
amount is listed and that we cannot expend money that was not talked about during the 
budget committee process. The petitioned article doesn’t have any dollar amount assigned 
to it and that we can’t assign any tonight. Clark Wamsley reads RSA 32:5 (Budget 
Preparation) which explains that all amounts must be discussed at the final public budget 
meeting. Moderator Arthur Jillette states that the voters can still vote tonight, and if they 
vote to dissolve the Police Dept. it will give the selectmen a sense of which direction to 
move in and how to do it. Jim Carrick explains that it is RSA 105:1. This vote would be 
non-binding on the selectmen. The selectmen are the ones that appoint the chief, full-time 
and part-time officers. If the selectmen were to take action to dissolve the P.D. the town 
could open itself up to a lawsuit for breach of contract. Fred Smith said he believed we 
didn’t have an employment contract and asked to see it. Steve Smith states that we do 
have appropriations in the budget for police; it doesn’t specify local or county sheriffs. He 
reads the bottom of RSA 105:1 and says that it states we can do this. Adam Howard 
passes out a hand out with figures collected from town reports and officials that compare 
Goshen to Lempster, Unity and other small towns. He states that the sole purpose for this 
petition article is to save the tax payers of Goshen money. Chief Ed Andersen, Jr. explains 
that the figure for detail work is wrong and that money comes back to the town. He 
explained further figures showing that he was not over budget. He understands why Adam 
did this and would be willing to tailor his department and budget to what the people want. 
He would love to sit down and explain in detail what the 87,000 gives this town and he 
would be willing to reduce his budget but it would also reduce services at the same time. If 
the people vote to dissolve the Police Dept. tonight he won't be afforded the opportunity to 
be able to do that. Mike Prozzo, from the Sullivan County Sheriffs Department addressed 
the people and explained what the Sheriff's Dept. would do and the cost. Starting April 1, 
2010 they enter into 90 day contracts with the towns for coverage at 30.90 per hr. This 
price covers everything except dispatch. They would need a small office space for 
paperwork. They are a full service police dept. They work with each town to give them 
exactly what they want to pay for. For 4,017 (130 hrs.) a month your town will receive 
between 35 to 36 hours per week. When asked if the state cuts its budget would it affect 
his budget he replied no, the state can’t cut his budget.
